The members of the Board of Commissioners, to-wit: 
William M. Evans, Alex. Griggs and William H. McVay, 
convened at the Headquarters Hotel in the City of Fargo, at 
11 o’clock a. m., April 2, 1885, and proceeded to organize by 


electing William M. Evans, Chairman, and Isaac E. West, 
Secretary, 
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The field of duty upon which the Commissioners entered 
was a vast one, and they naturally felt much embarrassment 
and hesitation because of the peculiar condition of the public 
mind toward railroad corporations, which feeling had evolved 
the law under which they must act. 

It may not be out of place in this connection, to brifly re- 
view the various causes which prompted the action of our 
legislative assembly in adopting the statute of March 6, 1885. 

The early settlers of the Territory looked forward to the 
day that should bring a railroad within their reach, as mark- 
ing the commencement of a new era in their lives. The 
whistle of the locomotive would be the sweetest musie a resi- 
dent of the broad prairies of Dakota could hear, and the mere 
rumor that a party of railroad surveyors had been seen in a 
particular locality, was enough to fill the hearts of every set- 
tler with joy, and cause visions of townsite and county seat 
speculations to color with all the beauteous hues of the rain- 
bow his dreams at night. Nor is it strange. The hardy 
pioneer who had left all the comforts and conveniences of 
civilized life hundreds of miles away, and ventured to erect a 
claim shanty on the fertile soil of Dakota, could be pardoned 
for being willing to mortgage the home of his choice to secure 
once more communication with the civilized world. Nor is 
it to be wondered at, that the legislative assembly at an 
early day adopted statutes, giving to railroad corporations 
every available privilege, and offering thereby every induce- 
ment to them to extend their lines into Dakota. 

The strong desire of our people was to secure railroad - 
' building, and this liberality of feeling was taken advantage 
of by the able counsellors and attorneys of said corporations, 
with the result of placing upon our statute books as liberal, if ` 
not the most liberal, laws ever enacted in any State or Ter- 
ritory of the Union. Our lawmakers seem to have taken no 
advantage of the experience acquired by Iowa, Illinois, Mas- 
sachusetts and others of the great commonwealths of the 
country, in this direction. 

They had the one idea in view, i. e., secure railroads. Our 
more experienced neighbors and sister commonwealths had 
learned by dear experience to hedge about and restrict by safe- 
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guards in the interest of the people, the corporations whose 


power they had felt in a thonsand ways. Our legislative 


assembly omitted the ordinary safeguards against corporate 
encroachment, and in their eagerness to secure railroads seem 
to have been indifferent to the terms upon which they were — 
obtained. 

When it was observed that a railroad might make or de- 


. stroy a town, according to the route it chose, and in many 


instances the projectors thereof would survey a proposed line 
passing within a mile or two of a prosperous town, and lay 
out and plat a new townsite within that distance; that. 
the value of land and its products were largely determined by 
the policy of a railroad company; that the laws relating to 
the obligations of common carriers were practically ignored; 
that even the ordinary laws of trade and commerce were di- 
verted and subverted by the action of such companies in train 
service, tariff, etc.; that large districts of the Territory were 
apparently parcelled out between the companies as if owned 
in fee, and occupied by them and then left without adequate 
transportation facilities; that producers were in some in. 


_ stances at least, refused the privilege of shipping their own 
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produce on their own account, but virtually compelled to 
ship through elevators owned and operated by individuals or 
corporations other than those owning and operating the rail- . 
roads, thereby subjecting shippers to unnecessary additional 
expense in the way of elevator charges, &., besides the loss of 
profit to which they were entitled by shipping and selling 
their own grain themselves in the great grain markets of the 


East; and when, in addition to all this, it was observed that the 


freight and passenger tariff was largely in excess of the rates 
they had been accustomed to pay upon roads in the states from ° 
which they had removed; and when it became apparent that 
under the laws above referred to, they had no adequate remedy 
for said abuses nor were able in any legal way to direct or con- 
trol in any practical manner the operations or rates of said 


‘corporations, a feeling of hostility began to arise in certain 


parts of the Territory, against the abuses of the corporate 
franchises given these companies by the people themselves, 
and the old cry of “Monopoly” began to be heard abroad in 
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the land. Unscrupulous parties, siezing the opportunity to 
foment the trouble and abuse of the Railroad Companies, be- 
came as popular «as a few years prior thereto, the corpora- 
tions themselves had been. The fact that these corporations 
had invested millions of dollars in Dakota; that they had 
constructed nearly three thousand miles of track in the Ter- . 
ritory in advance of the settlement of the country; that they 
had carried the homesteader with his household goods and 
gods to this new home, at much less than the actual cost of 
train service; that through the long, cold winters, and in 
spite of snow blockades, they had supplied fuel at nominal 
ratés, thereby preventing unscrupulous dealers from taking 
advantage of the necessities of the settler; that the cost of 
operating such lines in Dakota, because of the small amount 
of business, and relatively enormous cost of train service, 
caused by the rigorous winters, snow blockades, etc., entail- 
ing the use of snow plows, and gangs of men, additional fuel 
for engines, depots, round houses, machine shops and ears, . 
all was forgotten and a feeling of distrust and almost down- 
right hostility became common. We have mentioned above 
some of the alleged chief causes for the many attempts to 
remedy this state of things. The grain and commission law 
of 1883, which vested in a commission power to establish 
grades for grain, and failed to clothe them with power to en- 
force a measure that would have been very beneficial, is an 
example. 

The legislative assembly of 1885 assembled with a fixed 
purpose of curtailing corporate privileges. A number of 
bills were introduced in both Houses and referred to the ap- 
_ propriate committees. Long and exhaustive arguments were 

.had before these committees, in which both the people's and. 
the corporation's interests were represented by able counsel- 
ors and attorneys. The whole subject was discussed pro and 
con on the floors of both the Council and House. The vested 
rights of the railroads was held up as a bar to hostile legis- 
lation on the one side, while the rights of the people were de-* 
clared paramount by the other side. The sober second 
thoughi and intelligence of our people, evolved from the mass 
a law which, while not entirely satisfactory to the radical 
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element of either people or corporations, yet commended it- 
self to the large majority as being a happy mean between the 
two, and received the support of both houses of the legisla- 
tive assembly and his Excellency, the Governor. Under this 
law we are acting, and because of its provisions make this 
report. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners are well aware that 
this law is on trial before a jury composed of the whole peo- 
ple of Dakota, a jury whose intelligence cannot be ques- 
tioned and whose equal cannot be found in any territory of 


the Union. 


We fully understand that a new railroad policy was adopted 
with the passage of the act of March 6, 1885; that this pol- 
icy has many earnest and sanguine friends among the think- 
ing people of Dakota, and the farmers generally regard it as an 
answer to their prayer, “Give us a free market;” but it has 
also many determined opponents who would be only tooready 
to declare “I told: you so." We are also aware that still 
another class of our people, and whom we are happy to say 
are the larger, are patiently waiting and watching the prac- 
tical operations of the law, before approval or condemnation. 


The Commissioners for themselves claim to be actuated 
by the sole purpose of earrying out in good faith- the provi- 
sions of the law and with an earnest desire and purpose to 
discharge fully the responsible duties imposed upon them. 
They have herein endeavored to faithfully report their doings 
, during the period of their stewardship, to your Excellency as 
required by said law. 


The Board had no data in the shape of reports from the 
railroad companies doing business within the Territory and 
had no practical experience to guide them in the discharge 
of their duties, and therefore directed the Secretary of the 
Board to procure copies of the reports of the Boards of Com- 
missioners of Illinois, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and Iowa. To the Commissioners of the several states who 
promptly supplied full sets, where possible, of said reports, 
we aeknowledge our indebtedness for the courtesy, and par- 
ticularly do we wish to thank E. G. Morgan, Esq., Secretary 
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of the Board of Commissioners of Iowa, for blanks and other 
courtesies which we found of great service in entering upon 
our new and untrodden field of labor. * l 

Section 2 of the act declares that “Said Commissioners 
shall have general supervision of all railroads in the Territory, 
inquire into any negleet or violation of the laws of the Ter- 
ribory by any railroad corporation, its officers, agents or 
employes doing business therein, and shall from time to time 

carefully examine and inspect the condition of each railroad 
= in the Territory and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement, with reference to its safety and general relation to 
the publie service of the Territory." In obedience to the pro- 
visions quoted the Board has, asa Board, made a thorough 
inspection ‘Qf the main lines and most of the branches of 
every corpevation doing business in the Territory, except the 
Black Hilli"and Ft. Pierre R. R. The portions omitted 
would not, including the road named, exceed fifty miles in 
length. Beside this, individual members of the Board have 
made frequent trips over the lines in different parts of the 
Territory on the same business. 

The inspection trips of the Board named above were usu- 
ally made upon special trains furnished by the railroad com- 
. panies. We secured where possible this mode of convey- 
ance, for the reason that the board were thereby able to 
stop at every station, or at any point between, where neces- 
sity seemed to exist for such stop. This of course was im- 
practicable when traveling by regular trains. The Board 
could not ask a regular train to run different from its sched- 
ule time and thereby inconvenience all the passengers, and 
perhaps cause them to miss trains at connecting points, nor 
was 16 possible to make any examination of the depot build- 
ings, side-tracks, switches, crossings, platforms, &c., as we did 
when on special. The Division Superintendents of the sev- 
eral roads were always requested to accompany the Board on 
said inspection tours, for the reason that improvements de- 
termined necessary to be immediately made, could be brought 
to the personal attention of the proper officer of the road, 
examined, and his co-operation in securing such improvement 
obtained. In very many instances the Division Superin- 
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tendents gave orders on the spot for the prompt carrying out 
of the recommendation of the Board. 

We make this statement because much criticism has been 
evoked on aecount of the use of special trains by the Board, 
and also because of their having the company of said railroad 
offieials on their tours of inspection. ,

CONDITION OF RAILROADS. 


The condition of our railroads compares favorably with 
those of the states. In fact the tracks, depot buildings, eross- 
ings and equipment generally are of the best character, and 
generally amply sufficient for the demands of commerce. We 
say generally sufficient; there are marked exceptions, how- 
ever, to the rule so far as depot buildings and crossings are 
concerned, arising from the fact that in some instances the 
growth of the town at particular stations has been of a phe- 
nominal character, and so far exceeded the supposed demands 
for passenger and freight traffic that the buildings first erected 
are now totally insufficient to accommodate the same. The 
depot buildings on the C., M. & St. P. railroad, at Aberdeen, 
and at Grafton, on the St. P. & M., at New Buffalo and Steele, 
on the N. P., are marked examples in this respect. The 
companies named, however, have given the Commissioners 
assurances of their determination to erect new and commodi- 
ous depots at the points named at an early day. Another 
serious cause of complaint among the people of the Territory, 
was the absence of crossings over the tracks of the various 
roads; also the fact that at many stations the length and 
width of the platform was insufficient for the accommodation 
of ordinary passenger traffic. These matters received the 
the early attention of the Board, and on their recommenda- 
tion the St. P., M. € M. added to their passenger platforms 
some 200 feet at each of the stations of Grandin, Hillsboro, 
. Buxton and Thompson, beside making improvements at other 
points, all of which is more specifically set forth in another; 
plaee. 


The Northern Pacific Railroad. 


This great trans-continental route, with 619 miles of track 
in Dakota, is deserving of especial mention, because of the 
great difficulties attending its construction; the importance 
of the work considered as a great artery of commerce; its im- 
mense traffic and the general excellence of its track and equip- 
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ment. The Northern Pacific railroad stands to-day a grand 
monument to the foresight, energy and skill of its projector, 
Mr. Jay Cooke, and reflects much credit upon its present man- 
agement. 

Complaint was made by citizens of Valley City, of insuffi- 
cient room for side-track privileges, on the Northern Pacific 
railroad at that point; but the Commissioners concluded that 
the company named were doing all they could reasonably be 


. expected to do to remedy the difficulty, the configuration of 


the ground at that- point being such that side-tracks could 
not be placed on the north side of the main line until a vast 
amount of filling be first done. This would entail an enor- 
mous expense on the company. Yet the company were at 
work, hauling gravel and filling parts of the space named, and 
probably doing it as rapidly as under the circumstances was 
necessary. A petition was filed with the Board by citizens of 
Carrington, on the same line, asking that the Commissioners 
cause the construction of a side-track and other improve- 
ments, seven miles west of that place. Said petition was 
respectfully returned with a recommendation that applica- 
tion be made direct to the railroad company for the said im- 
provement, it appearing that the company had never been 
applied to therefor, and with the statement that if the com- 
pany should fail or refuse to make the improvement, the 
Board would give it their prompt attention. This improve- 
ment has since been made. 

The people of Wells county also, through their Board of 


Commissioners, petitioned the Board to cause the said com- `` 


pany to afford the citizens of Sykeston, in said county, addi- 
tional facilities in the matter of depot buildings, station 
agent, other and better passenger train accommodations, etc. 
This complaint was considered: by the Board and referred to 
the company with a request that the prayer of the petitioners 
be granted. The General Manager of the company made 
formal answer to the said petition, alleging that the branch 
to Sykeston was simply the commencement of what would 
ultimately be a line of considerable length; that the traffic 
thereon would not warrant additional service; that it would 
entail an expense of $36,000 per year to give said branch 
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daily train service; that he would designate any inerchant in 
Sykeston to act as railroad agent there and do all that any 
railroad could do, etc. With this showing the Board thought 
the company could hardly be expected to do what the people 
requested, but would leave it to the good sense of the citizens 
of Sykeston to accept the compromise measures.as offered by 
Mr. Oakes, and so suggested to them. 


As no immediate steps were taken to carry out this sug- 
gestion, Commissioner Griggs, accompanied by the Secretary 
of the Board, visited Sykeston and held an informal meeting 
with the Board of County Commissioners, attended by prom- 
inent citizens, and after a careful investigation of the situa- 
tion, recommended that the company erect a depot at Sykes- 
ton and appoint some citizen agent for the company, but 
asked for no change in train service, believing the present 
arrangement therefor would suffice for the winter. To Com- 
missioner Griggs’ letter requesting this be done, Mr. J. T. 
Odell replied promptly, agreeing thereto. .

DAKOTA DIVISION AND BRANCHES. 


Below we give report of work done on the Dakota Divi- 
sion and Branches of the Northern Pacific Railroad during 
the year 1885. , 

1. IMPROVEMENTS OF RoADBED.—On main line between 
Fargo and Jamestown, and on Fargo and Southwestern, be- 
tween Fargo and Lisbon, the amount of $2,367 has been 
expended in sloping small cuts, for snow protection. The 
amount of $1,735 was expended in widening banks and cuts, 
in ditehing, and in making other improvements in road-bed. 

2. STEEL Rare Larp.—Onme mile of new steel rail has 
been laid between Fargo and Jamestown, and the old rails 
taken out were used on repairs. Cost was $2,697. 

3. BALLASTING.—The second track between Haggart’s 
stock yards, 44 miles, which was built last year, has been 
ballasted, and the original track between the two points has 
been re-ballasted. In addition to this, about eleven miles of 
track between Fargo and Jamestown has been ballasted with 
gravel, all at a total cost of about $9,900. 
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A. Sie TRACKS.— T wo and one-half miles of side tracks 
have been built for the accommodation of elevators, and all 
the sidings on main line have been surfaced and otherwise 
improved, at a cost of about $11,000. 
5. BRIDGES AND CULVERTS.—Á number of bridges and 


culverts have been re-built or repaired during the year at a 
eost of about $20,000. 


The following is a schedule of miscellaneous work during 
the year. 


New stock pens have been built at Casselton, Wheatland 
and Dawson. Cost, $25,500. 

A new water station was built at Driscoll at a cost of 
$1,600. 

A new passenger depot was built at Steele, and old 
freight depot was moved and altered at a cost of $3,000. 

A new combination depot was built at Dawson to 
replace old one which was destroyed by fire. Cost, $1,500. 

$4,500 was expended in repairs of snow fences on main 
line, and Fargo and Southwestern Railroad, and $8,000 for 
repairs of old, and building new snow fences on the James- 
town & Northern Railroad. 

Hart’s foot guards have been put in all frogs at a cost of 
$460. ` 

A new fourth-class depot is now in course of construction 
at Sykeston, which, when finished will cost about $800. 

The foregoing report only includes such work as could 
properly be classed improvements and betterments, and does 
not include regular expense for maintenance of way. Total 
cost, $87,859. l 

The .Jamestown and Northern R. R. has been extended 
from a point about six miles north of New Rockford, to Min- 
newaukan, and combination depots for passengers and freight 


. have been built at Sheyenne, Barkers, Ft. Totten and Min- 


newaukan. Section houses have been built at Sheyenne, Ft. 
Totten, and Minnewaukan, together with the necessary hand 
car and tool houses. At Minnewaukan a two-stall engine 
house has been built, and at the same place a small cattle 
dock was erected. 
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This latter work was all done by the Construction Com: 
pany and we are unable to give the cost.

CORRESPONDENCE. | 


Sykeston, Wells Co., Dakota. 


We, the Commissioners of Wells County, desire to express 
our regret that the Board of Railroad Commissioners failed 
to visit Sykeston during their recent tour of inspection of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. 

The only means of communication. with Sykeston is by 
the third-class freight train, No. 57, which arrives at Sykes- 
ton from Jamestown at 1:30 p. m., three days a week, and 
leaves on the same days at 2 p. m., arriving at Carrington 
2:45 p. m. Passengers for Jamestown and the main line are 
then-obliged to stop over at Carrington until 12:30 p. m. the 
following day, making the journey from Sykeston to James- 
town, fifty-six miles, in twenty-four hours and forty-five 
minutes. Although the full first-class fare for passengers 
of five cents a mile is charged, the accommodation provided 
consists of a dirty caboose, 1n a very bad state of repair. 

The railroad company maintains no agent at Sykeston, 
. tickets cannot be bought, and all freight has to be prepaid, 
no depot or buildings have been erected, baggage and freight 
is thrown out on the platform exposed to the weather, until 
the owners happen to see it, or it is stolen by others, and the 
railroad company having already collected the freight no 
redress is possible. Freight from Jamestown is generally 
delayed and frequently takes four days to reach Sykeston. 
No shipper’s receipts are obtainable for the large quantities 
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of wheat shipped from Sykeston, unless the shipper goes to 
Carrington, returning home by train two days later. , 

. In consequence of the mismanagement of the railroad at 
this point, much damage is sustained by owners of property. 
Stores are unlet, land is depreciated in value, business ren- 
dered almost impossible, aud heavy losses sustained by the 
people of this county. 

We would therefore submit to your board that “a change 
is necessary in the rate of passenger fare" and "in the man- 
ner of operating the road and conducting its business" 
(See. 3-4) that the railroad company fail “to secure and trans- 
port freight with all reasonable dispatch and to provide and 
keep suitable faeilities for securing and handling the same," 
as provided in section 9 of the act to regulate the receiving 
and transportation of freight on railroads in this Territory.

GENTLEMEN :—l have the honor to acknowledge receipt of a 
document signed by you, relative to want of proper facilities for 
shippers of freight, passenger accommodations, etc., at Sykes- 
‘ton 1n your county. I will bring the matter to the attention 
of the Board and. the railroad company at once, and can 
assure you that the Board of Railroad Commissioners will do 
all in their power to adjust differences between the shippers 
and the common carrier, and will also strictly enforce the 
law against either, in any case of violation thereof. 


I am sorry the Board did not visit Sykeston, but they had | 


no idea of any trouble in that locality, their attention not 


having been called to the matter. Mr. Odell assured the. 


Board during their trip of inspection to which you refer, of 
his desire to do every thing in his power to accommodate the 
public along the lines of the N. P. railroad. It is possible 
that he is uninformed of the existence of the state of affairs 
you allege at Sykeston. I can but believe he will endeavor 
to correct the same promptly, when his attention is called to 
the matter. Iam glad you have filed this paper. The Board 
now have something to proceed upon, other than mere news- 
paper articles. As they must report to the Governor and 
legislative assembly all action taken by them, it is requisite 
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that they should have documentary. evidence in file, specify- 
ing the matters complained of. This you have furnished. 
I wil inform you at once of the result of any action 
taken.

DEAR Sir :—I have the honor to enclose herewith copy of 
à communieation form the Board of Commissioners of Wells 
county, Dakota, to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
and respectfully ask your attention to the same. 

The Board have considered the matter, and conclude if 
the statements made in said communication are true, imme- 
diate action should be taken by your .Company to remedy, so 
far as possible, the evils complained of. The Board, during 
their recent tour of inspection of the Northern Pacific system 
in Dakota, were much gratified at its general excellent con- 
dition, and felt that the publie interest had been, and was, 
well served by your corporation. They are therefore the 
more anxious that in this one case, you shall remove all 
cause of reasonable complaint on the part of the citizens of 
Sykeston. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners therefore recom- 
mend that you make speedy investigation of the alleged want 
of facilities for shippmg and handling freight, passenger 
accommodations, rate of passenger fare, &c., and remedy the 
same, if said allegations are found to be true.

Dear Sir:—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your communication of the 10th inst., in relation to the 
accommodations furnished at Sykeston. The wording of the 
communieation from the County Commissioners to your 
Board, is, to a certain extent, misleading. We are trying to 
operate a railroad from Carrington to Sykeston that is abso- 
lutely destitute of business excepting when the grain is 
moving. We undertake to give them a tri-weekly service, 
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and do give them such service, with the same kind of freight 
train that we give to every one. 

There is hardly business enough at Sykeston to pay the 
wages of an agent. 

Í think we can hardly be expected to operate a railroad 
at an absolute loss, but in view of the fact that there has 
been so much said about this matter, and as [can see no help 
for ib, until the road shall be self sustaining, I have to say 
that I will refer your communication to Mr. Oakes, our gen- 
eral manager, upon his return from the Pacific coast. If it 
is his desire to erect a depot, supply an agent, and give them 
first-elass train service, at a loss of about $5,000 a year, then 
I will be only too glad to carry out his instructions; but as 
simply an assistant, I have not the authority to assume this 
responsibility in his absence. It will probably be two weeks 


before you can get an official reply.

DEAR SIr:—I have your favor of Oct. 27th, from which I 
infer that an explanation of our action in regard to Sykeston 
matters is desirable. 

I will say that this Sykeston Branch is simply the com- 
mencement of what will ultimately be a line of considerable 
length. We do not furnish, nor have we any business for 
anything more than a tri-weekly freight train, on the entire 
Jamestown & Northern Branch. 

If we undertook to run this freight train from Carrington 
to Sykeston every day, it would necessitate the employment 
of another engine and crew to do this work. 

As it-is, we allow our men considerable extra time for 
running this trip, but they could not stand the run every 
day, and it would therefore require another engine and an- 
other crew, at an expense of about $3,000 per month, or $36,- 
000 per annum. We endeavor to furnish them all the cars 


‘they require for their grain, and keep their wheat moving as 


fast as loaded. 

The simple fact that our freight train is designated on the 
lime card as "3d class," cuts no figure, as far as the quality 
of the train is concerned. The trains are classified according 
to priority to right of road, and not for any other purpose. 
All freight trains on the Northern Pacific road are designated 
as 9d class, simply for convenience in handling. 
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We furnish Sykeston with a tri-weekly freight train and 
we furnish the entire Jamestown € Northern road with a tri- 
weekly freight train. We are willing to designate any mer- 
chant at Sykeston to act as our agent, and we will certainly 
do all that any railway could do. 

Of course these people think that.we are not treating 
them fairly, but I think after this explanation is made to 
them, and they know that it would take an additional engine 
and crew, at an expense of $100 a day to give them daily ser, 
vice, they will agree with us that until the line is extended 
there is nothing more that we can do for them than is now 
being done.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. 


This great corporation was one of the first to extend its 
lines into Dakota and has displayed great enterprise in devel- 
oping our fertile. prairies. They had, June 30, 1885, (the 
date of their report to this Board) 795 85-100 miles of com- 
pleted road in Dakota. With the exception of that portion of 
road purchased from the Dakota Southern Co., constituting a 
portion of their Sioux City & Dakota Div., their lines are usu- 
ally well constructed, maintained and operated, especially the 
Hastings & Dakota Division, which includes the line from 
Ellendale to Woonsocket, in the valley of the James river, and 
the Iowa & Dakota Division. The H. & D. Division runs 
nearly west from the Minnesota state line at Big Stone City, 
crossing the range of hills some twenty-three miles west of 
Milbank at an elevation of some 1400 feet above the latter 
place, requiring a grade of some fifty-two feet to the mile. 
This road is admirably constructed in the face of engineering 
difficulties of no small magnitude. In spite of the grade and 
miles of deep cuts, the road bed is so smouth, firm and well 
ballasted that heavy trains are enabled to run at a high rate 
of speed without serious difficulty. The succession of deep 
cuts across the hills has,.at times, occasioned serious delay in 
the running of trains during the winter, because of snow fill-. 
ing them up. However, the company has been for months 
engaged in sloping the banks of said cuts out to a level with 
the prairie,and further protecting them with ample snow 
fences, until it is believed but little difficulty will be expe- 
rienced in future from snow blockades. 

This corporation operates about five thousand miles of 
railroad, and its general manager, Roswell Miller, Esq., has, 
in most instances, readily concurred in the recommenda- 
tions of the Board touching matters under their supervision, 
and has afforded the Commissioners every reasonable facility 
in making their examinations. 

We can point with pride to this great line of railroad | 
because of its generally splendid condition. The rolling 
stock of the road is first-class. The road-owns and operates 
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its own dining and parlor ears. The sleeping cars are the 
Pullman. The trains run with the greatest exactitude as to 
schedule time and give ample service to the patrons of the 
road. 

The amount of improvements made by this company in 
Dakota during the year ending June 30, 1885, is $185,627.54. 

We were unable to secure in season for this report, a de- 
tailed statement of the above improvements. 


The people of Aberdeen presented to the Board, at the 
time of their visit to said city in May last, a series of com- 
plaints against the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
Company. 

First, in relation to want of crossings at several points 
south of the city over said railroad, as well as at the crossing 
of the main street at their depot in the city. 

Second, in relation to the necessity of a “Y” connecting 
the tracks of the said road with that of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway at Aberdeen. 

Third, that the rates for pom local aad through freights 
were too high. 

. At the request of the mos Mr. Kellie, the Di- 
vision Sugerintendent, gave orders on the spot for the con- 
struction of the crossings south of the city. The crossing 
over the main street at the depot, involved as a preliminary 
step the removal ofa coal shed, and probably some other 
structures belonging tothe railroad company. The Board 
took the matter under advisement, but before any decision 
was reached by them, the city authorities removed the coal 
shed and opened the street, supposing, as we are informed, 
that the railroad company would offer no objections to the 
same being done. It appears, however, that the company 
objected to such action on the part of the city, as they imme- 
diately replaced the coal shed and obtained a temporary in- 
junction from Judge Smith, of the fifth judicial district, 
. restraining said city authorities from further interfering with 
the crossing aforesaid. In this status of the case, the Board 
thought it wise to not interfere, pending the decision of the 
court thereon, believing that it would be for the best interest 
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of the people of the Territory, that the rights, privileges and 
immunities of railroad corporations should be determined by 
the court. Judge Smith has reeently rendered his decision 
in the case before him, in effect, declaring the right of the 
city authorities to open said street across the track of said 
road. The decision referred to will be een in full herewith, 
if ib can be procured. 

The second cause of complaint, to wit, the absence of a 
connecting irack between the two See named, the 
Board also took under advisement and made a thorough 
investigation of the necessity therefor. Their conclusion 
was unanimous that the “Y” connection should be made, for 
the convenience of shippers in car load lots, over both roads, 
and instructed the Secretary of the Board to immediately 
communicate their decision to the General Managers of both 
roads. This was done under date of Sept. 28, 1885, and with 
the result that both companies finally agreed to join in the 
construction of the “Y.” On the 12th of November, how- 
ever, Roswell Miller, General Manager of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad, informed the Board “That on 
examination of their records he found that the company had 
not title to sufficient land on which to build the ‘Y’ and did 
not suppose the Board would think it the duty of, the com- 
pany to purchase land for that purpose." The “Y” has, 
however, been since constructed. | 

The third complaint relative to freight rates, the commis- 
sioners declined to consider, having no power, under the law, 
to regulate the same, and for the further reason that compe- 
tition between the two roads at that point might be safely 
trusted to keep rates at a reasonable figure when the “Y” 
connection should be made. 

The only other serious complaint on this line came from 
Yorktown, in Aurora county, and was first brought to the 
attention of the Board in a telegram from the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Yorktown, dated October 3d, requesting the 
Board to settle a difficulty between the citizens of that place 
and the Chieago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Co., relative 
to a street crossing. In response to this message Commis- 
sioner McVay visited Yorktown and found substantially the 
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same state of affairs as at Aberdeen. The citizens detérmined ` 
to open ‘a street across the track of the railroad, —the com- 
pany equally determined that no crossing should be made at 
that particular spot. Much bad blood had been engendered, 
but upon the advice of Com’r McVay the citizens concluded 
to take no further action pending the adjudication of the Ab- 
erdeen ease by His Honor, Judge Smith. The matter, so far 
as we can learn, remains in “statue quo.” 
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The Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company 


is another great corporation that commenced the extension 


of its lines into Dakota simultaneously with the C., M. & St, 
P. Theirold Winona & St. Peter road had been suda 
for a number of years as far west as Lake Kampeska, and 
had secured from the Congress of the United States a land 
grant from the Minnesota state line to the Big Sioux river. 
Said road had, however, only been operated in a desultory 
manner,—trains running as far west as Watertown, the 
then terminus of the line, just often enough to avoid loss of 
their franchise. 

The main line (so termed) enters the Territory near the 
southeast corner of Brookings county and runs nearly due 


. west to the Missouri river, with the terminus at Pierre. The 


Winona & St. Peter Div. has been extended west to Redfield, 
on the James River, where it intersectsianother line of the 
same road running from Huron to Columbia. A line from 
Volga to Watertown connects those points also. Another 
branch of the same road enters the Territory in the north- 
eastern part of Union Co., crossing the Big Sioux River at 
Hawarden, running thence northwesterly, connecting with 
the main line at Iroquois, eighteen miles east of Huron, in 
all 576 80-100 miles,—the road generally being in good con- 
dition and well maintained and equipped The old portion of 
the W. & St. P., in Dakota, has been much improved during 
this summer—all the trestle-work rebuilt—and the Fish joint 
substituted for the old iron chair. The only complaints 
against this road brought to the notice of the Board, were for 
absence of connecting tracks or ^Y," to enable loaded cars to 
be shunted from or to this road, at points of crossing of other 


. roads, the case heretofore referred to at Aberdeen being one 


instance. The C. & N. W. Railway Company, however, 
promptly aeceded to the request of the Board and prepared 
and submitted a diagram of the proposed "Y." The people 
of Brookings preferred a request to the Board to require a 
" Y" put in at or near Elkton, to connect said road with the ” 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern Railroad, at their eross- 
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ing at said point. The Board have this matter as yet under 
advisement. The Board regard it as rather remarkable that 
so few complaints should have been received from shippers 
along the line of this road, traversing as it does nearly six 
hundred miles of the Territory with its track. 

The following is a statement of improvements made in 
Dakota since January Ist, 1885, on this line, aggregating 
$183,194.25:

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The St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railroad 


may.be regarded as one of the most important railroad Bus 
in the Territory, traversing as it does, and covering with its 
various branches, most of the valley of the Red River of the 
North, in Dakota. One branch crosses the Red River at 
Fargo, running thence nearly due north to the boundary line 
where it connects with the Canadian Pacific at Gretna. 
Another branch enters the Territory at Grand Forks, run- 
ning thence to Devils Lake; another branch still enters at 
Wahpeton and runs in a northwestern direction to Hope, 
with spurs branching off at Everest, and again at Ripon, the 
first running north, intersecting the second at or near Port- 
land, and thence on to Park River, a total of 492 26-100 miles. 
We speak of this road as one of the most important to our 
people for the reason that it furnishes an,outlet to the vast 
wheat crop of the valley. It had come to the knowledge of the 
Board that in previous years much dissatisfaction had existed 
because of alleged discrimination by the management of said 
road, in favor of the elevators as against the farmers, in the 
matter of allowing them to ship wheat on their own account 
without passing it through the elevators. Whatever may 
have been the truth of the charge, we feel it but justice to say 
that since our term of office began, with rare exceptions, ` 
every person making application for cars in which to ship his 
wheat has been promptly furnished, and the shipper furnished 
every facility to forward the same to the destination he chose. 

The first complaint against this road was made by Mr. T. 
J. Wilder, of Casselton, of a refusal on the part of the sta- 
tion agent at Everest, on said line, to furnish him cars. This 
refusal was brought to the attention of Mr. A. Manvel, Gen- 
eral Manager, who promptly replied that he had given. ex- 
plicit orders to furnish cars in all cases where practicable, 
etc., and that he had again so instructed this particular 
agent, and trusted no further cause of complaint would arise. - 
The correspondence in this case we give hereafter. 

Another case came from :ieCanna Station, Mr. T. S. Ed- 
ison complaining that it wes impossible to load cars from 
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wagons on account of the height of the side-track, ditch, ete. 
This matter was brought to the attention of Mr. Guthrie, 
Div. Sup't, who immediately had the ground prepared in such 
a manner that the complainant and others could load directly 
from their wagons into the cars. Mr. Edison, it seems, how- 
ever, was not satisfied with the manner in which the work 
was done, and declares “the R. R. Co. had not put the side- 
track in condition.” His remarks, however, are chiefly 
directed against the elevator companies. Commissioner. 
Griggs again wrote Superintendent Guthrie to afford Mr. Ed- 
ison proper facilities for shipping his grain. To this letter 
the Superintendent replied “That he failed to understand 
what Mr. Edison wanted or expected him to do at that point, 
as they had already a good and sufficient side-track, commo- 
dious and convenient road crossing and reasonably good ac- 
commodation in the way of approach to side-track for teams 
to unload, from which farmers had already loaded and ship- 
ped considerable wheat, etc.; that he would accompany 
Commissioner Griggs to McCanna and would be glad to do 
anything reasonable to promote harmony, etc.” Since the 
date of this last letter everything has been done as requested 
and Mr. Edison expresses himself as fully satisfied. ` 

The condition of the road itself attracted the attention of 
the Board on their first inspection, and while on the whole 
the Manitoba system in Dakota is and was well constructed 
and equipped, the portions of said system between Davenport 
and Hope and Portland presented marked exceptions to the 
rule, being mostly laid with iron, with the old chair joint. 
Portions of the road west of Grand Forks were also thus laid: 
We are pleased to state, however, that the Company assented 
to the recommendation of the Board, that new steel rails 
should replace the worn iron, and have already done this to 
the extent of 56 miles of first-class steel rails with Fish joint, 
at a cost of $224,000. They have also put in over one thou- 
sand feet of new platforms. They have constructed four 
new depots, 24x60, at a cost of $8,000; one new water tank, 


‘cost $2,000; new section house, $1,000; new coal and derrick 


house, $2,500; 50 new road crossings, cost $500; 25,121 feet 
of new sidings, cost $95,191. Total, $263,121. A large por- 
tion of this work has been done on the recommendation of the 
Board, and in no single instance has the management re- 
fused to comply with the request of the Commissioners. 
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The Wisconsin, Minnesota & Pacific. 


This road is a new comer, having been extended into the 
Territory during the past year. It is an extension of the . 
Minneapolis & St. Louis Railroad and runs from Minneapolis 
to Watertown. Said road crosses our eastern boundary line 
near the S. E. corner of Grant coünty, running nearly west 
across the county; thence making a curve S. W. to Water- 
town, about 35 miles from the territorial line. Our inspec- 
tion of this new line demonstrated the fact that it had come 
to stay. It is most admirably constructed with a high grade, 
avoiding where possible a cut, rather choosing to fill a ravine 
or build a trestle bridge. The cuts that were. unavoidable 
have their banks sloped out to the prairie. The station 
houses are handsome, convenient structures, and taken as a 
whole, said road, in Dakota, is a model. It is to be hoped 
that the management may find business so profitable that 
they will conclude to extend the road further into the Terri- 
tory. 


The Cedar Rapids, lowa Falls & Northwestern Railway. 


This road is a part of the system of the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids & Northern Railroad, and is also a late arrival in Da- 
kota. It enters the Territory near the N. E. corner of Moo- 
dy county, crossing the track of the Chicago & Northwestern 
at Elkton, running thence northwest to Watertown, 72 
87-100 miles in length. This road, like the Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota & Pacific, is well constructed, and as a portion of the 
great system controlling it; must necessarily be an important 
part of the railroad system in Dakota. No complaints have 
been received from any part of this line, if we except the one 
relating to the construction of the “Y” connection at Elk- 
ton, referred to in our resume of the Chicago & North- 
western. This road runs through a very fertile section of 
country, and it is fair to presume, is only the commencement 
of what will eventually be a long line of road, running to 
the far northwestern part of Dakota, furnishing another 
through route to Chicago and the southeast. The well known 
enterprise and energy of the officers and directors of this 
great corporation forbids any conclusion averse to the one we . 
suggest. 


The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha. 


This road, a few years since, constructed a branch from 
Worthington, Minn., to Sioux Falls, and later extended it to 
Salem, in MeCook county, a distanee of 55 47.100 miles, 
where it connects with the Hawarden line of the Chicago & 
Northwestern. This company have opened and developed a 
fine section of country, but show no disposition to extend 
their line. This we regret, as it is a most important railroad 
to our people, and until recently was the only route by which 
North Dakota could be reached by citizens of the South, or 
vice versa, by way of their St. Paul € Sioux City line. Iis 
rolling stock, road-bed and general equipment is first-class ` 
and deserves special mention therefor. Its management is in 
the hands of Hon. E. W. Winter, Ass’t President, who con- 
trols its affairs with marked ability. 


The Black Hills & Fort Pierre Railroad. 


This is a local road running from Golden Gate to Elk 
Creek, fifteen miles in length, and is the only narrow gauge 
road in Dakota. It is used, as the Secretary of the company 
informs us, principally for supplying the mines and mills. 
No mail or express matter is carried over the road. | 

The great distance necessary to travel to reach the above 


` named line, rendered it impossible for the Board to visit it. 


Our information relative thereto is derived from their re- 


port, and communications of the Secretary of the company. 


REMARKS. 


It may not be out of place for this Board to call attention 
to the general equipment and management of the Northern 
Pacific and St. Paul, M. & M. Railroads, the two great lines 
of railroad in North Dakota. ' The main line ofthe Northern 
Pacific is in almost perfect condition. Its rolling stock, in-- 
cluding passenger coaches, box cars, flat cars, and engines, 
is first-class. This company runs the Pullman sleeping cars 
for the accommodation of its patrons, but we consider them 
inferior in elegance of equipment to those owned and. oper- 
ated by the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba and those of 
the New York sleeping car company, which are used on the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway. The management of these 
sleeping cars, also, we regard as somewhat lacking in effi- 
ciency. The branches and feeders of the Northern Pacific, 
as might be expected, are somewhat inferior to the main line. 

At the time of the organization of this Commission some 
portions of the Manitoba road were in an inferior condition. 
These inequalities, however, have nearly all been adjusted, 
and this road is now in excellent condition. This is also 
true of both the main line and branches. Its rolling stock 
is simply splendid, its track in first-class condition, and its 
management almost perfect in every detail, and on a par 
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with such systems as the New York Central and Pennsylva- 
nia Central, and those of leading Eastern lines generally. 

The management of this road has complied with every 
demand made upon it, with a cheerfulness and promptitude 
deserving of special commendation. This can also be said for. 
the management of the Northern Pacific, but perhaps in a 
less degree.

This shows cost of road and equipment, for each, 
except the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern (C. R., I. 
F. & N. W.) who separate the two. The other roads report 
“No separate account given." The Northern Pacific further 
reports the'amount given of cost and equipment as including 
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also “Lands and all property.” The table shows a grand 
total of cost of roads and equipments of $600,976,817.52. 


GROSS EARNINGS. 


The reports show the total earnings of the roads in Dako- 
ta at $75,036,520.80. This amount includes, of course, earn- 
ings from all sources, passengers, express, mail, freight, &c. 

The passenger receipts amount to $17,348,863.05 or 
23 19-100 of the entire earnings, but no separate report was 
made of the earnings under each particular head for Dakota. 
We therefore can only give the total earnings for Dakota, 
which was $8,860,361.29.

EARNINGS PER MILE OF ROAD OPERATED AND PER TRAIN MILE, 


We have full reports from all except the Black .Hills € 
Ft. Pierre railroad, which said road kept no account of earn- 
ings per train-mile. They show an average of $1.03 on the 
seven roads so reporting, per train mile for passenger 
department, which includes mail, express, &c., and from 
freight department and miscellaneous earnings an average of 
$1.77. Averaging for the eight roads doing business in 
Dakota $4,316.23 per mile of road operated, and about 


$3,322.45 per mile for the 2,666 81-100 miles Ee in 
Dakota.

By the laws of Dakota the railroad companies pay taxes 
upon their gross earnings at the rate of 2 per centum for the 
first five years after such road shall be operated in whole or 
in part, and 3 per centum thereafter. This is in lieu of all 
other taxation of road-bed, right of way, stations, track, roll-. 
ing stock, &c.; all other property not enumerated in the law 
being taxed as similar property belonging to individuals. The

Total number of locomotives reported, 2,218, the weight 
varying from 45 tons on the St. Paul, M. & M. io 80 tons on 
the C., M. & St. Paul R.R. We cannot understand why 
the Northern -Pacific R. R., with its immense traffic and 
heavy grades, should use locomotives of only 49 tons (given 
in their report as maximum weight), while the Black Hills & 
Fort Pierre, a narrow guage road, should use those of 46 tons, 
and the Chieago, Milwaukee & St. Paul those of maximum 
weight of 80 tons. Probably it has been found that the 
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lighter weight is more economical, both in motive power, 
fuel and wear of road- bed. The average weight varies from 
20 tons on the Black Hills & Ft.

ACCIDENTS. 


During the year, thirteen persons were killed on the rail- 
roads in Dakota. 


IQ Ou m T "E 1 
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Two were killed while coupling ears; five by falling from 
the train; two getting on or off train; three by trespassing 
on track; one miscellaneous. 

One hundred and eight (108) were injured. Of this num- 
ber thirty-five (35) were slightly injured on train blown from 
track by cyclone. Besides the above, two (2) other passen- 
gers were slightly injured. 

In Dakota, as elsewhere, the list of castialtios 1 is largely 
made up of those injured by derailment and coupling cars. 
Of the former there are reported 38; of the latter 39. Ten 
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(10) were injured while getting on or off ears while in mo- 
tion. "The majority of the traveling publie are so pressed for 
time that they cannot afford to wait for the cars to.stop, and 
therefore these accidents occur. We presume there is no 
remedy. Experience will BEE in each individual case, 
effect a cure. 
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Shall Train Service be Based Upon Amount of Traffic. 


One class of complaints of very frequent occurrence, is 
that concerning the amount of service rendered by railroad 
companies. There seems to be a firmly fixed belief among 
the people that a railroad should give a certain amount of 
service whether it is commercially profitable to the corpora- 
tion or not; that when a railroad is built, the people have a 
right to demand a reasonable number of trains, whether the 
traffic will pay expenses or not. On the other hand it seems 
to be held by the companies that they ought not to be 
required to give more service than the traffic will pay for at 
fixed schedule rates; that railroad business is like other bus- 
iness, and subject to the same laws, rules and regulations. 
This radical difference of views as to the status of railroads 
is the cause of much discontent with their management and 
of considerable friction between the managers and the public. 
It is very desirable that the true relations of railroads to the 
people, or the Territory, should be well defined by some com- 
petent authority. Scattered decisions tending toward this 
end are being made from time to time, but until this matter 
is settled Railroad’Commissioners might be given the power 
to determine questions of this nature. 

" It seems unjust to the people to class railroads as purely 
commercial enterprises. Corporations are not mere money 
making machines, or contrivances to earn dividends for capi- 
tal. Although organized solely for that end, when corpora- 
tions accept from the state, rights, powers, franchises and 
privileges, they also assume certain responsibilities and 
duties, the proper discharge of which is the valid considera- 
tion in the contract. The people therefore may justly plead 
a want of consideration, and demand the forfeiture of the 
charter when a corporation refuses or neglects to render rea- 
sonable service at a reasonable price. ‘It is not a sufficient 
answer for the corporation to say “We cannot make money 
by fulfilling our duty, and therefore we will not do it.” 
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There ought to be some authority to compel obedience to the 
contract. I 

Another consideration of weight in determining this ques- 
tion, is the fact that the prospective profits of operating roads 
is of very little influence in inducing the investment of capi- 
tal in building railroads. The opportunities for making 
money in land speculation, in townsite projects, in construc- 
tion contracts, and numerous other schemes, are generally of 
much more value to the parties interested in building a rail- 
road, than is the legitimate cost of the roadbed. It is prob- 
able that in many cases, especially in this Territory, the 
parties building a railroad could afford to throw away the 
entire cost of construction, and still realize a very handsome 
return for their outlay. In this respect railroad building 
differs from ordinary commercial ventures. Equity to the 
people would seem to require that some rebate from the nom- 
inal cost of the road, as a basis of interest caleulation, should 
be made. 

There is reason for believing that some roads reported as 
costing many thousands of dollars per mile, and on which 
some interest is calculated as part of the cost of service, did 
not really cost a single cent. The incidental profits of con- 
struction paid the whole bill. The most minute and exacting 
reports demanded by law, have not been able to disclose the 
absolute expenditures of building. In view of the large sum 
on which interest is taxed on some roads in estimating cost 
of service, to give the color of justice to high charges of trans- 
portation, may not the state properly fix the cost as it 


assesses the value of other property, and demand that onlya ` 


Specified interest on that sum shall be exacted ? 
Since the passage of the Railroad: Commission Law, com- 
pelling transportation companies to allow farmers to ship 


‘their grain in car loads, whenever they desire to do so, there 


has been practically an open market at most stations, and 
prices more nearly equitable than ever before obtained. The 
almost universal practice of pooling elevator receipts de- 
stroyed all competition in prices. But the moment that the 
producer obtained the privilege of shipping for himself, it 


broke the power of a monopoly. The law has thus been of 
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immense benefit. fo the producer whether he used the right 
to ship or not. The existence of the law is a constant check 
to arbitrary prices and a menace to dealers’ combinations. 

While the railroad companies of the Territory have placed 
at the disposal of your Commissioners every facility for car- 
rying on the inspection required by law, and have complied 
cheerfully with the demands made for this purpose, the spe- 
cial trains furnished have been given voluntarily as a gratui- 
ity, and therefore the facilities granted have the appearance 
of favors given for corrupt purposes and to secure undue 
influence with the inspectors. If the companies were re- 
quired by law to grant all reasonable facilities, it would 
relieve them of a false position, and strengthen the authority 
of the Commission. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners has discharged 
duties in the nature to those pertaining to a Board of Arbi- 
tration, before whom the proceedings were so informal as to 
require no professional talent. Its labors in this field have 
been very considerable, and from the large number of griev- 
ances adjusted it is believed that the services rendered have 
saved much litigation and consequent expenditure. 
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Furnishing Cars to Shippers. 


Few complaints have been made of failure to furnish cars. 
One of the first which reached the Board was from Norton, 
Haupt & Co., of Lisbon, Dakota. The full correspondence 


in relation to this matter we give, also what we regard as an. 


important rule governing railroad companies in the matter 
of furnishing cars to shippers.

DEAR SIR :—Our firm commenced doing business on Oct. 
5th, 1885, and have bought something over 1,400 bu. fiax 
and about 1,000 bu. wheat, and that on Oct. 6th we asked 


for three cars, and not receiving any we asked for one or 


more about every day until the 9th, when we asked for four 
and managed to get one on the 10th. Have had none since, 
the agent here claiming his instructions are to furnish us 


cars the same as private shippers, unless the elevators are . 


full, and they have claimed to be full since we started in bus- 
iness, but have taken in all the wheat that has been offered. 
We are deprived from doing business from the facts set forth; 
and further, empty cars are furnished the Elevator Co.s 
nearly every day, the N. P. Elevator Co. having sent out 
over twenty in the past week. We claim to be a public 
warehouse, buying grain or receiving same on storage, and 
we think justly appeal for our rights in the matter, and. 
think no discrimination should be made in favor of elevators, 


under the law, and that we should be furnished cars accord- ` 


ing to our capacity for doing business.

DEAR SrR:— The firm of Norton, Haupt & Co., of Lisbon, 
Ransom county, Dakota, have filed with the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners a. complaint in writing against your 
company, in which they declare: First, “that they are buy- 
ers and shippers of grain at said place, prepared with all the 
necessary buildings and applianees to conduct said business, 
and buy any and all kinds of grain, and also to store same 
for any party as they may wish, and also that their said 
building is kept open as a public warehouse.” 

Second, “that they have repeatedly requested of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company, through their (its) agent at 
the above named place, cars in which to load and ship the 
grain so bought and stored by them; but thatexcept in one 
single instance he had failed so to do, in which instance he 
E them a single car; that during the time in which they 
had failed to procure cars as aforesaid, the Northern Pacific 
Elevator Company and the North Star Elevator Company, at 
said place, had furnished them between thirty (30) and forty 
(40) cars, which they had loaded at their respective elevators; 
that the agent of said road, when requested to furnish cars 
for the use of the firm of Norton, Haupt & Co., as above 
stated, declared that his instructions were to give preference 
in furnishing cars to said elevators, when the same were full, 
over all other grain shippers; that at the time referred to 
said elevators were not full, but the agents thereof were daily 
buying and shipping grain, to the extent of some thirty or 
forty cars, as above named.” Messrs. Norton, Haupt & Co. 
ask relief, and declare that they are estopped from doing bus- 
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iness by the acts of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
as expressed above, and further declare they are unjustly dis- 
criminated against, contrary to the provisions of Sec. 10, 
Terr. Statute, adopted March 6, 1885. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners have considered the 
above complaint and declare that said action of the North- 
' ern Pacific Railroad Company, if the same be true as alleged, 
is a discrimination in favor of one class of shippers as against 
another, as in said section named; and also a failure on the 
part of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company “to furnish 
suitable cars to any and all persons who may apply therefor 
for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight,” as 
provided in Sec. 9 of said act. S 

-The Board are well aware of the great difficulty of laying 
down any rule which will in general terms in each case do 
exact justice. The duty of distribution of cars involves so 
much and such an exact knowledge of detail that it is hard 
to lay down any rule. ‘Certain general propositions may 
however be made. Every railroad company able so to do, 
should have cars sufficient for the transaction of the ordinary 
business. of the road. If at certain seasons of the year there 
is, as in the grain trade, a great demand for cars of a certain 
character, it is the duty of the railroad company to have suf- 
ficient number of such cars to supply the ordinary demands, 
and the ordinary demand of each station on the line ought to 
be supplied, and the ordinary demand of known and estab- 
lished shippers at each station for cars should be supplied. 
An extraordinary demand at certain stations, and by ship- 
pers, resulting from a periodical influx of business, should be 
met by a pro rata distribution of cars, and this should be 
made both as to stations and shippers. The Board lay it 
down as a general proposition, and further declare, that un- 
der the statutes of Dakota, all classes of citizens are alike 


entitled to shipping facilities over the railroads of this Ter- . 


ritory, and the proprietors of warehouses are equally entitled 

with those of elevators to their fair share of cars in the pro 

Ce distribution of them, under the general rule above laid 
own. 

You are therefore respectfully requested to adopt said 
rule and to enforce the same, as far as possible, at stations in 
Dakota. The Commissioners believe that the result of this 
action on the part of the railroads in Dakota will result in 
removing a prolific source of complaint on the part of ship- 
pers of grain. 

_ In the particular case now before the Board, they. espe- 
cially request speedy action by you to the end that Messrs. 
Norton, Haupt € Co. may have no further cause of complaint, 
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by being furnished with their’ fair pro rata share of cars as- 
signed to the station at which they do business.

` Mr. Odell made no reference to the above, but wrote to 
the Division Superintendent, at Fargo, which letter we read, 
in effect instructing him to see that Messrs. Norton, Haupt 
& Co. were furnished with cars so far as practicable, but in- 
timating that when the elevators were full they should have 
the preference. To this letter Messrs. Norton, Haupt & Co. 
took some exceptions, alleging such instructions were con- 
trary to both the letter and spirit of the law, which forbade 
any discrimination whatever in favor of one class of shippers 
over another. The Board agreed with them upon this point 
and requested the Division Superintendent to see that their 
fair share of cars was furnished them, in accordance with the 
rule laid down in the communication of Judge West, dated 
Oct. 13, 1885. 

We are informed by Col. Greer, Division Superintendent, 
that the firm named are promptly supplied with all the cars 
they demand. : ` | 

Itis a curious feature of the present situation that com- 
‘plaints are now being made by the elevators, alleging that 
they are not furnished their fair share of cars. These com- 
plaints we have had from various sources, and give herewith 
a letter from A. Manvel, Esq.; General Manager of the St. P., 
M. & M., forwarding a communication from Chas. A. Pills- 
bury, Esq., of Minneapolis. This correspondence is inter- 
esting reading, and certainly goes far to sustain us in the as- 
sertion that private shippers have generaily been furnished 
their full quota of cars, under the rule we laid down and 
published in our communication of Oct. 13th, to Ass't Gen. 
Manager Odell.

] enelose letter just received from Mr. Pillsbury, so you 
may understand the situation as I have to meet it at this end 
of the line. I wish to say in this connection that the giving 
of a ear to a farmer in which to load his own wheat, I con- 
sider a very different thing from the practice that has ob- 
tained at one or two points on our line, of a street buyer 
taking grain and using our cars as a store house in which to 
put his purchase, as I understand, we would be compelled to 
furnish cars for the shipment of grain in the order in which 
it is ready and offered for shipment, and if the elevator éóom- 
panies insist on this rule it would absolutely prevent our 
giving cars to farmers, which, as they may require them, we 
wish to do. J have desired in every way to meet the wishes 
of shippers, and give the elevator companies no preference 
whatever, and in fact, as against elevators, give the farmers, 
perhaps, in many cases the preference; but at a time like 
this, when cars are scarce, and when it is difficult for us 
to much more than supply cars at points where the ele- 
vators are full, I think myself there is a great injustice 
in furnishing this small surplus to those who have not 1—10 
of the grain to ship that the elevators have to offer every 
day. It will be well to consider whether the elevator system, 
as a system, is valuable to that country, and what the conse- 
quences would be if during this busy season buyers are al- 
lowed to use our cars for storage, as against the advantages 


of having a market and a place to receive wheat at all times | 


during the year.

DEAR Sra :—We dislike to be always complaining, but we 
do not think we are getting our share of the cars at the dif- 
ferent stations on your road, especially where the small out- 
side buyers are. What we mean by our share of the cars, is 
the proportion that we are fairly entitled to in proportion to 
the amount of wheat we have offered to ship. 

During the last week or two we have been operating on a 
falling market, and we have lost thousands of dollars by not 
being able to get cars promptly. We must insist upon our 
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getting our full share of the cars that we are entitled to. In: 
‘fact, we do not demand anything more, and we will not be . 
satisfied with anything less. i 

We are under a very heavy expense to keep our elevators 
running,:and you require us to keep them open through- 
out the year. If your policy continues to be the same as it 
has been at some of the stations for the past few weeks, we 
would greatly prefer to shut up our elevators and buy on the 
track ourselves. If we cannot get our share of the cars any 
other way, we shall have to do 1t that way.

The possibilities of any law for good or evil are seldom 
developed in one year. Civil laws, like human nature under 
the pressure of practical life, are ever presenting some new 
and previously undiscovered features. Any judgment, there- 
fore, that tended to absolutism upon the railroad law of our 
Territory in its entirety would be rash, and more than prob- 
ably incorrect, inasmuch as the various cases which have 
arisen during the past year, requiring the application of the 
law, have been entirely too few to argue to aconclusion with | 
any degree of exactness. This much may be said, however, 
that so far as tested, the law has met every demand made 
upon it. It has, in every instance, fulfilled the purpose for 
which it was enacted, and the railroad corporations doing 
business in this Territory have made a laudable effort to 
comply with its provisions. The relations that should exist 
between these corporations and the people should be cordial 
and satisfactory, and the most effectual way to maintain 
these pleasant relations, is to have good laws, accurately de- 
fining the duties and rights of each. With these lines well 
defined, the failure of either party to comply with their re- 
spective duties, or to invade the rights of the other, is re- 
duced to the minimum. 

This, we believe, the law of our Commission does very 
effectually. One year ago the agricultural interests were ex- 
hibiting much indignation toward the railroad system; now, 
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however, amuch more pleasant relation has been established, 

and where then reigned turmoil and hostility, now peace and 
harmony prevail to such an extent that at the present date 

we have few unsettled complaints before us. It wouldbetoo , 
much to expect that there would be no clashing, but it is a 
source of much gratification to us, to be able to record the 
facts as above stated. | | 
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INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 


During the month of September Hon. 8. M. Cullom, chair- 
man of the U. S. Senate Committee on inter-state commerce, 
addressed a communication to the Board requesting their 
views as to the necessity for national legislation on this 
subject, and also a statement of the situation of affairs in 
Dakota, as between the transportation interests and the 
people. To this communication we replied as follows: 


BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, DAKOTA. 
Fargo, Dak., Oct. 31st, 1885. 
Hox. S. M. Currow, | 
Chairman U. S. Senate Select Committee, Inter-state Commerce. 

Sır :—I have the honor to submit the following in reply 
to your communication asking for a statement of the situa- 
tion of affairs in Dakota, as between the transportation in- 
terests and the people. 

It will be seen from the features of the railroad laws of 
the Territory, a compilation of which has been transmitted 
to you, that the early laws of the Territory seem to have 
‘been made so as to induce the building of railroads, and in 
accordance with the plans of able railroad counselors and at- 
torneys, with a view to give their clients the greatest avail- 
able privileges, and the least possible hindrances in building 
and operating the roads. 

Our legislative assembly seems to have taken no advan- 
tage of the experience acquired in the older states, which 
had endeavored to protect the people to some extent by safe- 
guards and restrictions; for in this Territory many of the 
common safeguards against corporate encroachments were so 
modified or annulled as to leave but few restrictions upon 
the roads and their management. 

The people in their eagerness to secure railroads seem to 
have been indifferent as to the terms upon which such trans- 
portation might be obtained. Thisis not, however, so much 
a source of wonder when it is remembered that nearly every 
mile of, road in Dakota was constructed in advance of the 
settlement of the country, and the few settlers along the lines 
were glad to;secure communication with the markets of the 
East, on almost any terms. | 

When it was observed that a railroad might make or de- 
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stroy a town; that the value of land and 1ts products were 
largely determined by the policy of a railroad company; that 
even the ordinary laws of trade and commerce were diverted 
and subverted by the action of such companies in train ser- 
vice, tariff, &c.; that large districts of the Territory were 
apparently parcelled out between the companies as if owned 
in fee, and occupied or left with no transportation facilities 
in the most arbitrary manner; and that where transportation 
ought to have been untrammeled, the producers were, in some 
instances at least, refused the privilege of shipping their 
own grain on their own aecount, and virtually compelled to 
ship through dealers, the people became jealous of these enor- 
moüs powers. 

. By the laws enacted there was no legal way to direct, or 
regulate, or control, in any practical manner, the manage- 
ment of the companies. The charges for service frequently 
seemed to be governed by no principles of equity or justice, 
Damages to life and property were liquidated reluctantly, 
and often refused. 

These things, and many more that might be mentioned, 
created in the minds of the people a feeling of distrust and 
in many cases downright hostility towards railroad corpora- 
tions. 

One prolific cause of complaint has been the high tariff on 
freights; and they are excessive in comparison with rates on 
eastern roads, where the cost of buildmg is much greater 
than here. The mass of the people do not understand why a 
bushel of wheat or a pound of merchandize cannot be as 
cheaply transported in Dakota, as, for instance, New York. 
The long, cold winters entail extraordinary expense in the 
way of fuel, snow plows, section hands, etc. The freight 
alone, on coal for locomotives to a road in Dakota, exceed- 
ing that of the total cost to some of the eastern lines. 


Again, the tonage per mile on the Dakota roads is prob- . 


ably less than one-fourth of that on roads in the Eastern 
states, and necessarily, therefore, freights must be much 
higher; but after all, it would seem that the difference is still 
too great. It may be that the rate on Eastern lines is too 
low, and that ours is only relatively too high. We do not 
e e discuss this question, but only present facts as they 
exist. 

Then these charges vary from time to time, bearing appa- 
rently no relation to the cost of service. This seemingly un- 
just discrimination, and the forced shipment of grain through 
the hands of dealers, were the chief causes of the attempts 
which have been made to remedy the difficulties. The grain 
and commission. law of 1883 is an example. 
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But the plea that the companies have vested rights and 
privileges under laws previously passed, has been a bar to 
successful legislation. The present railroad commission law 
is another attempt which is now, being tried. The law gives 
to three Commissioners various powers, viz: to exact compli- 
ance with thé present laws, to prosecute for unjust discrimi- 
nations, and to collect information concerning railroads. 

The present laws pertain chiefly to: the ‘safety and con- 
venience of the public, but do not attempt to control the 
management of railroads as to the kind of service that shall 
be rendered, and other details; nordo they attempt to regu- 
~- late the tariff rates for passengers or freight, which are the 
principal causes of complaint. 

The railroad commission law has been very useful, in 
. that it has in a marked degree induced railroad companies 
to be more careful, considerate and attentive to the wants of 
the people. ! 

- The Commissioners have been practically a Board of Ar- 
bitration, and in this capacity have been very beneficial and 
are doing a vast amount of labor. 

It would be impossible, in a communication of this nature, 
to enter into details of what they have done. I will there- 
fore only say, that they have secured from the railroad cor- 
porations doing--business in Dakota, very many additional 
facilities to shippers and patrons of the roads, in the way of 
grounds for private elevators and warehouses, railroad eross- ' 
ings, side-tracks, Se. to say nothing of many miles of new 
steel rails laid at the request of the Board, to replace worn 
iron. Rarely have the roads failed or refused to comply with 
the recommendations of the Board. 

Additional legislation is necessary to secure the best re- 
sults. In regard to national legislation, we are of the opin- 
ion that a National Railroad Commission, with the powers 
usually given to State Commissioners, together with general 
jurisdiction over the subject of Inter-state Commerce, would 
be useful. (Provision might be made to give the Chairman 
of State Commissioners a voice in the National Board.) By 
this we mean general supervisory powers to examine all al- 
GES violations of the law and arbitrate the same where pos- 
sible. 

This presupposes congressional action, and we submit 
that it will require the wisdom of the best minds in the na- 
tional congress to frame a statute that shall solve the cam- 
plex problem of a proper regulation of inter-state commerce. 
We do not believe in the policy of attempting to fix rates by 
any commission appointed for that purpose. p 

It would seem sufficient to vest such ' Board with advisory 
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powers simply, in this respect, and further giving the Board 
power to investigate all cases of alleged extortion or unjust 
discrimination on the part of railroad corporations, reporting 
their findings to the U. S. Attorney, then leaving it to the 
courts to determine in each ease the question of fact and the 
punishment. Probably the Legislatures of Dakota and Iowa 
have gone far enough in this direction. In all cases where 
the complaint involves a charge on freight carried from one 
state to another, the United States courts would seem the 
proper tribunal before which such cases should. be heard.

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CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report, we desire to state that the 
Board consider it unnecessary, and in fact, improper, for 


them at this time, to make any specific recommendations to ` 


your Excellency, relative to additional legislation. It cannot 
be.expected that in the short period of eight months’ time since 


they assumed the responsibility of the position they hold, that - 


they can have become sufficiently conversant with the great 
subject of proper legislation, distinctly defining the rights; 


privileges and duties of the railroad corporations on the one - 


hand, and those of the people on the other, to enable them to 
suggest proper legislation, We do not know it all. We can 
only hope that experience will enable the Board, prior to the 


meeting of our legeslative assembly, to suggest in our next. 


annual report such supplementary action on their part, as in 
our judgment may be necessary to effect the objec of 
present law. 


We might discuss at length herein the subject of car load 
rates, secret rates, rebates. and drawbacks, discrimination 
against towns, connections between railroads at crossings or 
intersecting points, maximum and minimum rates, &c., but 
think it best to wait until we ourselves shall have become 
more acquainted with subjects which have for years taxed the 
intelligence of men who have spent a lifetime in the consid- 
eration of these matters. 


We have endeavored in this report to present to the pub- 
lic such portions of the reports of the railroad companies as 


would be of general interest. They could not be presented ` 
‘in full, because the appropriation for that purporse does not 


warrant the expenditure of the large sum which would be 
requisite therefor. 


We have also endeavored to make a TIT of what the 
Board has done, in their efforts to faithfully carry out .the 
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provisions of the law. This, we believe, is what the people 


of Dakota desire particularly to read.

DEAR Siz:—I am in receipt of your favor of the 16th. 
We cannot, of course, do anything in the matter of street 
erossing at Áberdeen untilthe decision of court of higher 
resort is had. This we are obliged to secure, not so much on 
account of Aberdeen as because, at almost all our stations in 
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Dakota, the depot grounds are similarly situated, and the 
question has arisen not only at Aberdeen, but at other 
points, and the principle must be settled whether streets can 
be opened through our depot grounds. I think it important 
for all parties that we should have a decision in this matter. 

We shall not make any opposition outside the courts in 
the Aberdeen matter. ‘I think if the people of Aberdeen had 
looked a little ahead they would not have cut our grounds as 
they have, as it seriously impairs them for division purposes. 

I offered them a crossing a short distance from the cen- 
tre, on one side, and I think the members of the committee 
that came here were rather favorable to that proposition, but 
the people seemed determined to carry their point. 

I depreciate these controversies and should avoid them 
wherever possible, because I believe that in a broad sense the 
interests of the people are our interests.

There seems to be nothing in the law that requires you to 
make room for them on your “right of way," but would sug- 
gest that you be governed in the matter by expediency for 
the publie good. At some stations a flat warehouse would be 
a great damage to the elevator property already on the ground, 
and of no publie benefit. At others it would make very lit- 
ile difference. When you allow grain to be loaded on cars 
direct from wagons it should obviate the necessity of flat 
warehouses. The law gives private parties the right to put 
up flat warehouses on private property, and to build side- 
track to your road adjacent to stations when a majority of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners so direct, but you may 
rest assured that the Board will not direct anything contrary
